Another American airplane, following 
the pioneer path of Charles Lind- 
berch, was fighting a way over the 
dark waters of the Atlantic tonight, 
bent on surpassing his atbievement— 
the New York-to-Paris flight.

FIRE PERIL SEEN 
AT INSANE ASYLUM 
TRUSTEES REPORT 


Unless Provisions Are 

Made for Additional Fa- 
cilities Applicants Must 
Be Denied, Body Says. 


Milledgeville, Ga., June 4.—(Spe- 
cial.) —Unless speedy steps are taken 
to provide additional buildings and 
install adequate water supply and fire 
protection equipment, the Georgia 
State sanitariumf/the hospital for the 
insane, will be forced to turn away 
applicants for admission, while the 
nearly 5,000 patients now crowded 
into the ancient buildings will be in 
constant peril of a conflagration. it is 
pointed out iw the report of the trus- 
tees to Governor Walker, made pub- 
lic today. 


‘| The report makes several recommen- 


dations, pointing out the dilapidated 
condition of the buildings, which have 
been neglected for years, the condi- 
tion of the fire equipment and water 
mains and especially the terribly. con- 
gested rooms and dormitories, where 
4.990 patients are crowded into quar- 
ters intended for 3,607. 

While the trustees would prefer 
four new fire-proof buildings, they 
point out that the situation can be 
met by the erection of a separate hos- 
pital for negro patients, which would 
remove 1,663 men and women from 
the present buildings and permit them 
to be renovated and made ready for 
white applicants, The cost of this 
estimated at about $1,- 
000,000. jt gee: 

The board also strongly urges upon 
the incoming legislature an enlarge- 
ment and improvement of the water 
supply system and the installation of 
a sprinkler system in the present old 
buildings. A fire which. started in 
the day time last year was extinguish- 
ed only after a_desperate, battle. and 
had it occurred at night, it is pointed 
out, there probably would have been 
a general conflagration and the death 
of thousands of insane patients. 

Hospital Urged. 

A general hospital for the use of 
the medical department also is espe- 
cially urged. It will separate the in- 
curables from those whose condition 
can be improved and greatly facilitate 
the work of the . sanitarium, it is 
shown. 

The report is submitted by John T. 
Brantley, of Blackshear, Ga., chair- 
man of the board of trustees. Mr. 
Braniley reviews the history of the 
sanitarium and the fact that it has 
long suffered from grave neglect. The 
buildings are ancient and in bad con- 
dition and demand the expenditure of 
many thousands of dollars to put them 
into even fair condition. 

The Georgia State sanitarium is one 
of the largest in the country in num- 
her of patients, though it is far he- 
hind most others in capacity and 
equipment. 

“It is plain that unless more room 

is speedily had, further admissions of 
patients must of necessity be limited 
to vaeancies had through discharge or 
death,” says the report. “The board 
would point out that the effect of such 
an order will be pitiful in the ex- 
treme. No one will deny to these 
stricken, dependent and helpless be- 
ings a first claim on the generosify of 
the state.” 
The cost of maintenance at the san- 
itarium , 1926 was $1,119;759, an 
average $254.16 per patient. For 
maintenance during the next two 
years, the legislature will be esked to 
appropriate $2,351,307.

Chicago, June 4.—Mrs. Ada Sawyer 
Garrett, 74-year-old recluse, who 
starved her way into St. Luke hos 
pital three months ago, owns property 
and cash amounting to more than $6,- 
000,000, according to an inventory of 
her estate filed in the probate court 
today.

Governor Clifford Walker Saturday 
denied a petition for clemency to Os- 
car Mars, of Fitzgerald, who is sched- 
uleqd to die in the electric chair at 
Milledgeville, Ga.. Monday for the 
murder of his wife in July, 1925. 

Counsel for Mars, having failed to 
obtain a recommendation for pardon 
from the state prison commission some 
months ago, filed the petition with 
the governor in the hope that the 
death sentence would be commuted to 
life imprisonment. 

In the event that Mars goes to the 
chair: Monday, as appeared probable 
after the governor's action Saturday, 
he will be the first of 12 persons now 
under sentence of death to be executed, 


executed in the chair since that meth- 
od of execution was adopted in 1925 
when hanging was abandoned. 

Mars, a semi-invalid of Fitzgerald, 
Ga., killed his wife with a pistol bul- 
let in a fit of jealousy on the night 
of July 26, 1925, court records show. 
Since his conviction he has been sen- 
tenced to death three times, on De- 
cember 7, 1925, January 31, 1926, and 
June 6, 1927. 

Mars’ case has twice been consid- 
ered by the state supreme court, which 
in each case upheld the decision. The 
last time the appeal was based upon 
the assumption that the electric chair 
act was illegal. Governor Walker 
granted a 90-day reprieve pending de- 
cision, which latter was unfavorable 
to the appeal.

“Everything Came at Once. 


But this has ben a year of phenome- 
nal and simultaneoys rainfall. Every-

“Only one crevasse occurred in the 
state of Mississippi. Yet because of 
increased population and _ property, 
that lone break has wrought incaleula- 
ble havoc, far greater than all of them 
in 1882. 

At this time of peril and confusion 
any estimate of loss must be the wild- 
est guess. But here is one example: 
Senator Lerow Percy, of Greenville. 
Miss., owns or controls a plantation in 
the Trail Lake section of Washington 
county. There he had two hundred 
and eighty-five houses, of which only 
five now remain upon their blocks. 
Two hundred and eighty have been 
swept away. 

A mere detail of Joss on a single 
plantation, without reckoning the live 
stock, farm implements, damage to 
lands, disorganized labor, money al- 
ready expended for this season’s opera- 
tions and the extreme uncertainty of 
making any crop at all. 

To comprehend this devastation even 
vaguely an observer should fly over 
the inundated region. Yet then he 
will gain little conception of it, un- 
less he knows the country. 

I know the Mississippi Delta be- 
tween Vicksburg and Memphis, have 
fished in its lakes, visited its planta- 
tions, been a guest in dozens of homes. 
And yet, peering downward from a 
hydroplane, I am unable to 
the most familiar spots. 

Landmarks have shifted, houses are 
gone. store has disappeared by 
which I might have located a certain 
crossroad. Wrecks and debris: are 
crazily afloat. The lake looks like a 
field. The field is indistinguishable 
from a lake. 


In that watery desert below, I see 
no sign of life. No creature stirs. 
Nothing. Nothing except cattle and 
stranded mules, occasionally a man 
who has splashed his way to the levee 
and has not yet been taken off by 
rescue boats. 

For twenty-five hundred square 
miles there is no living creature, no 
birds that nest upon the ground, no 
rabbit, no slinking dweller of the 
swamp. Gone—all gone! 

Behind the receding waters birds 
will come, ungainly, flapping loath- 
some birds, buzzards to feed upon the 
carcasses. The aftermath of every 
overflow is a gorging feast for them. 

The solitude above which we soar 
appals imagination. A water-con- 
quered country, a dead. dumb, silent 
countr’ far lonelier than the _ hell- 
swept fields of France.

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Increased appropriations for educa- 
tional purposes.in Georgia are urged 
by Governor Clifford Walker in a 
statement made public Saturday, ft 


which he discusses the educational 
problems of the state and suggests 
plans for improvement. The state- 
ment is one of .a series discussing 
governmental problems which the gov- 
ernor has prepared. 

The statement follows: 

“Civilization is continually threat- 
eaed with dangers because it must be 
reestablished with each succeeding 
generation. Upon the common ideas, 
ideals, atitudes and judgments de- 
veloped in the children of today de- 
pend the stability of the democracy 
of tomorrow, 

“The world has been constantly 
warned of a new dark age. Glenn 
Frank, president of the University of 
Wisconsin, has said that the impend- 
ing danger cannot be averted by ‘the 
voluble roanities of the booster; such 
achievements wait upon the technique 
of the builder. A new renaissance 
must depend upon engineers rather 
than cheer-leaders. 


Chief Task. 


“*We are today threatened by a 
new dark age because: we have not 
used the raw materials as we should 
have used them fra the building of 
family life, the practice of politics, 
the management of business and in- 
dustry, the organization of in terna- 
tional affairs. We must set our- 
selves to the task of making these 
raw materials the basis of the policy 
and action of our common. life.’ 

“We are begimaing to realize that 
the chief task of government is ‘not 
to ‘egisiate, but to educate, to make 
not laws but schools.’ 

“In Georgia the engineers of educa- 
tion have been engaged during the past 
00 years in hewing a course through 
the mountaraous obstructions that 
were laid down in the state constitu- 
tion of 1S77. As the barriers have 
been leveled and the track straight- 
ened each year has seen a more rapid 
acceleration of progress. Recently we 
have been adding $1.000,000_ each 
year from state and local sources to 
our expenditures for the _ public 
schools, and while only $4,500,000 was 
expended in 1903 the total will ex- 
ceed $20,000,000 in 1927. Four-fifths 
of this increase has been supplied from 
local taxation. 

Notable Achievements. 

“There have been several notable 
achievements since the century opened. 
In 1906 the constitution was amended 
to permit local taxation for the sup- 
port of public schools. Until that 
date the only public funds available 
for education had to come out of 
state taxes which were limited by the 
cons‘itution to five mills.. This fast- 
ened upea the state an iniquitous 
system of tuition fees which has not 
been abandoned entirely to this day. 

“The second great milestone was 
passed in 1910 when the restrictions 
‘a the constitution prohibiting sec- 
ondary education were stricken. Im- 
mediately education advanced by leaps 
and bounds. Whereas in 1903 there 
were only 90 accredited high school 
graduates in the whole state, in 1926 
the graduates totaled 3,000, the high 
school enrollment was 75,617, there 
were 1,508 schools baving high school 
grades aad 431 four-year high schools. 
Georgia leads the southeast in the per- 
centage of its grammar school children 
who go te high school. 

“In 1919 Georgia began to assume 
her educational responsibilities in real 
earnest. The Elders-Carswell act re- 
quired every county to levy at least 
one mill. with the privilege of five 
mills, and an additional optioa of five 
mills to be voted by any school dis- 
trict in the county. In 1920 the 
state offered special aid to counties 
in the maintenance of high schools 
and eansolidated schools for rural com- 
munities. This has led to a school 
building campaign which brings the 
total value of school property from 
$5.000,000 in 1903 to $37,000,000 in 
1926. Special state and federal funds 
for vocational education, first made 
available ta 1917, have enriched the 
courses offered in agriculture and 
home economics so that today the chil-

“Furthermore, the basis for the re- 
moval of inequalities between the 
echools of the various districts within 
a county was laid in the passage of 
an act by the legislature of 1925 per- 
mitting merger of independent school 
systems with the county system. There 
are 80 of these independent systems, 
including most of the municipalities 
of any size in the state which have 
built walls around themselves, leaving 
the rural sections of the county to 
shift alone without the aid of the 
higher tax values in the cities.

Georgia must face 
this situation and so adjust her tax 
system that she may double and even 
treble her state appropriations for 
education. We must prepare ourselves 
not only to equalize the educational 
opportunities as between the children 
of the different counties of Georgia, 
but we must bring these opportunities 
up to the standard set by our sister 
stctes, 

“The strengthening of the staff of 
our state department of education is 
not an unimportant feature in this 
program. The expenditure of 20 mil- 
lions should be supervised in every 
detail. Within limits every dollar «x- 
pended for expert state supervision 
will save thousands in more efficient 
local schools. The number of state 
supervisors should be doubled at once 
and their salaries set at a figure that 
will secure the most competent edu- 
cators in the field.

Rule Rescinded. 


In some of the comments I have 
heard since the incident it was said 
that the ball was fair because it was 
over fair territory when it passed out 
of the playinz field. The critics of 
Umpire Ormsby based their criticisms 
on the rule change of several years 
ago, claiming that he should have 
called the ball fair becanse, they be- 
lieved, it was fair when it passed out 
of the playing territory.

The in- 
terest in this match demonstrated that 
international professional competition 
is now on to stay. as certainly as the 
Walker cup matches for the amateurs. 
Not First. 

The establishing of an international 
match between American and British 
professionals on a sound basis is of 
more importance than our victory to- 
day. I wish to set golfers right about 
one thing. J heard many say that 
this was the first official match. This 
is not correct. Last year when the 
British beat us in London the compe- 
tition was for the Ryder cup and the 
match was then sanctioned by the pro- 
fessional golf associations of Great 
Britain and America. The interna- 
tional count now stands one to one in 
the Ryder cup competition. There 
will be no question about an American 
professional team going to Europe 
next .year or in 1929. The matches 
drew well enough to assure that. The 
Professional Golfers’ association nas 
quite a sum of money to start a fund 
to send our team across the Atlantic 
at the proper time, 

The international drew here about 
as well as the open championship 
played over the same course two years 
azo.

They 
showed us that in Great Britain as

On History of Nancy Hart 


The following historical sketch of 
Nancy Hart is contributed by Mrs. 
J. L. Beeson, secretary of the Nan-y 
Hart chapter of Milledgeville, and 
brings to light many interesting facts 
ubout this brave end militant woman. 

Old-Fashioned Matron. 

This old-fashioned matron of Ama- 
zonian strength and habits, occupied 
such a conspicuous station during the 


times that tried men’s souls, and wo- 
men’s too, that it is thought expedi- 
ent to take a passing notice of some 
of her most prominent actions; par- 
ticularly as the old revolutionary 
stock is nearly gone, and their deeds 
like the white sails of vessels disap- 
pearing in the mist of the ocean, be- 
come “more indistinct until they are 
lost—or will be so distorted by tradi- 
tion, that credulit- itself might pause 
at their recital. ‘The following par- 
ticulars are based on incontrovertible 
facts: 

Nancy Hart and her husband settled 
before the Revolutionary struggle a 
few miles above the ford on Broad 
river, known by tho name of the 
Fishdam ford, near a very extensive 
eanebreak. An apple orchard still Te- 
mains i. point out the. spot, and to 
prove the provident powers of its 
planter. 

In altitude Mrs. Hart was almost 
Patagonian and remarkably well 
and muscular—in a word she was 
lofty ud sour—she possessed none of 
that nobility of nerve which charac- 
terizes modern times——-marked by na- 
ture with prominent features, circum- 
stances anc accident added perhaps 
not a li‘tle to her peculiarities. She 
possessed none of those graces of mo- 
tion which a partial eye might see in 
the heave of the ocean wave or the 
change of the summer cloud; nor did 
her cheeks (1 will not speak of her 
nose) exhibit those rosy tints that 
dwell on the brow of the evening or 
play on the golden bow; no one claims 
for her throat that it was lined with 
fiddle strings, but this must be ack- 
nowledged; that her step bespoke 
energy, and be it said only for the 
sake of truth that she could round off 
regardiess of being called a hard 
swe. er, 

The perforating punch of the gate- 
maker never did closer work on. the 
yielding tin than did that dreadful 
scourge of beauty. the small pox when 
it set its emphatic signature on her 
face. She was horribly cross eyed, as 
well as cross grained, but neverthe- 
less she was a sharpshocter. Nothing 
Was more common than to see her in 
full pursuit of the stag—the huge 
antlers that hung around her cabin 
or . held her trusty gun gave proof 
of her skill of gunnery—and the -chite 
comb drained of its honey and hung 
up for ornament testified to her pow- 
ers of bee finding. She was remark- 
able for her frequent robberies on 
these patterns of industry and piqued 
herself on the invention of an infalli- 
ble bait for their discovery. Many 
can testify to‘ her magical art in the 
mazes of cookery, being able to get 
up a pumpkin in as many forms as 


there are days in the week; she was | 


extensively known and employed for 


her knowledge in the management of 
all kinds of ailments, and yielded the 
palm to no one in the variety and 
rarity of her medicaments. Her skill 


and knowledge took a wider and more 
profitable range. for it is a well-known 
fact that she held a tract of land by 
the safe tenure of a first survey, 
which was made on the Sabbath, 
hatchet in hand. 


Military Feats. 


But she was most remarkable for 
her military feats. She possessed the 
high toned ideas—nor could the mar- 
riage knot restrain her on that sub- 
ject. Like the “Wife of Bath” 
“She received over her tongue scourged

The clouds of war burst with a 
dreadful explosion in this state. 
Nancy’s spirit rose with the’ tempest. 
She proved herself “a friend to her 
country, .eady to do or die.” : 

All accused of Whigism had _ to 
swing. The lily-livered Mr. Hart was 
not the last to seek safety in the cane 
brake with his neighbors. They led 
a prowling, sulking kind of life, occa- 
sionally sallying forth in a kind of 
predatory style. The Tories deter- 
mined at length to beat the brake for 
them. They, however, concluded to 
give Mrs. Hart a call and in true sol- 
dier maygner, ordered a repast. Nancy 
soon had the necessary materials for 
a good feast spread before them—the 
smoking venison, the tasty hoecake and 
the fresk honey comb. These were 
sufficient to prove the appetite of a 
gorged epicure. 

They simultaneously stacked their 
arms and seated themselves, when 
quick as a thought the dauntless Mrs. 
Hart seized one of the guns cocked it 
and with a blazing oath declared she 
would blow out the brains of the first 
man who offered to rise or to taste 
a mouthful. They all knew her char- 
acter too well to imagine that 
would say one thing and do another, 
especially if it lay on the side of valor. 

“Go” she said to one of her sons, 
“and tell the Whigs that I have taken 
six d--- Tories”, They sat still each 
expecting to be. offered up, with a 
iloggedliy mean countenance, bearing 
the marks of disappointed revenge, 
shame and unappeased hunger. 

Whether the incongruity between 
Naucy's eyes caused each to imagine 
himself her immediate object, or 
whether her commanding attitude and 
stern aud ferocious fixture of coun- 
tenance overawed them. or the power- 
ful idea of their unsoldier-like conduct 
unnerved them, or the certainty of 
death, it is not easy to determine. 
They were soon relieved and dealt 
with according to the rules of the 
times. This heroine lived to see her 
country free. She, however, found 
game and bees decreasing so fast— 
the country becoming old so fast-+to 
use her own words—that “she Sold 
out her possessions, in spite of her 
husband, and was among the first of 
the pioneers who paved the way to 
the wilds of the west.”

Mrs. Peeples’ Address. 

Madam Regent and Daughters of 
the American Revolution: At the 
state conference in 1922, a resolution 
was presented by the retiring regent, 
Mrs. Max E. Land, setting forth the 
incomplete history of the Georgia D. 
A. R., and asking that steps should 
be taken to bring together all avail- 
able data of the actual past proceed- 
ings of the stat® body. The extreme 
importance of this valuable research 
was realized and the department cre- 
ated by Mrs. Charles Akerman, the 
incoming regent. The object was to 
compile so nearly as possible a com- 
plete record of year books since the 
organization of the state society in 
1891. There were years when no 
year. book was published and very 
few records kept, but in such cases 
copies were to be made of any ac- 


proceedings that was published at 
that time. 

It is easily seen that this was slow 
work. Six volumes were planned. 
The first volume was to be completed 
when all possible data concerning the 
organization of the D. A. R. in Geor- 
gia was in hand and as it was to be 
largely a reprint would of necessity 
have been very expensive. Five vol- 
umes were completed and bound and 
were presented to the state confer- 
ence at the Savannah conference in 
1924. They are now on the shelves 
of the department of archives and 
history at the state capitol in At- 
lanta. It is my intention to add an- 
other volume, possibly two more to 
this collection during this year; these 
to include the books of the years not 
yet bound. 

Mrs. Graham’s Work. 

In regard to Volume 1. As I have 
stated the material for this was very 
rare and only one person in the state 
as far as I know had preserved it— 
the late Mrs. John M. Graham, of

William Simmons, popular Ameri- 
can baritone, will give his second ra- 
dio concert in the Atwater Kent sum- 
mer series Sunday at 7:15 o'clock.

One of the more popular numbers 
in the varied program te be presented 
by Mr. Simmons will be “Flow Cen- 
tly, Sweet Afton.” The popularity 2f 
this song is perhaps due more to the 
beauty of the melody by J. FE. Spil- 
man of Robert Burns’ poem, “Afton 
Water.” 

The song is said to have been writ- 
ten by Burns in honor of Mrs. Du- 
gald Stewart, wife of the Scottisn 
philosopher and professor at Edin- 
burgh university, who was the first 
person of high position who noticed 
and encouraged Burns on his first 
visit to Edinburgh. Mrs. Stewart in- 
herited Afton Lodge, which was sit- 
uated on the bank of Sweet Afton, 
a small river in Ayrshire. 

The song belongs to that group of 
poems relating to Burns’ love affair 
with Mary Campbell, to whom he was 
affianced. When they met for the 
last time, they said farewell with rus- 
tie solemnities upon the banks of Ayr 
They wet their hands in the stream. 
and, standing one on either bank, 
beld a Bible between them as they 
vowed eternal faith. They then ex- 
changed Bibles, on one of which 
Burns, for greater security, had in- 
scribed texts as to the binding nature 
of an oath. 

This was the Mary who, in “Afton 
Water,” is “asleep by thy murmur- 
ing stream.” “I have heard. the sa‘ 
story of your Mary.” wrote the poet's 
publisher to Burns; “you always seem 
inspired when you write of her.”

ADVERTISING GEORGIA PEACHES 

There is a distinctive movement 
on foot to begin an intensive ad- 
vertising campaign to sell the Geor- 
gia peach throughout America at 
a fair price to producers, and with- 
out a speculative price to con- 
sumers. 


That. is, to stimulate by a na- 
tional campaign of advertising a 
healthy increase in the consump- 
tion of this delicious Georgia fruit 
product. 


Preliminary meetings have al- 
ready been held, but a definite final 
meeting, at which the plans will be 
accepted, it is believed, will be held 
in Macon Thursday evening, June 9. 

At this meeting William Clen- 
denin, of New York, a nationally- 
known food marketing advertising 
expert, who has been delegated to 
submit a “copy” series, will report, 
and also will seek to impress the 
advantages of advertising the peach. 

The plan is based largely upon 
that of the American Salmon Pack- 
ers’ association, of which mention 
was made a few months ago. 

That organization, with a large 
surplus on hand and a new an- 
nual supply coming on, found it 
necessary to move cannéd salmon 
quickly and vigorously. It adopted 
the suggestion of a national cam- 
paign of advertising, with honest, 
attractive and pulling ‘‘copy.” 

The Constitution was selected as 
the sole medium in this selling ter- 
ritory. The campaign sold the sur- 
plus and the new supply. 

The Constitution was accredited 
with moving more salmon from the 
shelves in the territory it reached, 
on a basis of consuming popula- 
tion, than any other newspaper in 
the United States. Only daily news- 
papers were used. 

It is proposed to practically re- 
produce that kind of a campaign for 
the Georgia peach. At only 1 cent 
a crate advertising assessment, it is 
said, will create a fund of $100,- 
000, which could be made available 
for this season’s intensive selling 
drive. 

The Georgia peach is the best 
known of any peach on the Ameri- 
can market. It is surpassed by 
none in flavor and in possessing 
all of the selling qualities. 

Millions of people, of course, do 
not eat peaches who should do so 
and would do so if “sold” as to 
their health value, as well as to 
their general food value. 

It is to educate the great masses 
of consumers that the campaign is 
being planned. 

It is a splendid idea. Georgia 
will ship probably 15,000 cars of 
peaches this year. That size crop 
should bring the producers around 
$15,000,000. If so they would 
make a reasonable profit. Short of 
that the crop will probably be mar- 
keted unprofitably. 

In marketing under a campaign 
of advertising, however, there should 
be care as to systematic distribu- 
tion and also as to standardization. 
These requirements go hand in 
hand with advertising. When co- 
ordinated they will prove invincigle.

The Superb Character and Vital Value of 
the Georgia Bar Association 


The annual meeting of the Georgia 
Bar association, just concluded at Ty- 
bee, was acclaifhed as one of the 

most interesting 

and instructive in 
the  association’s 
history. It ecertain- 
ly was an impres- 
sive and notable as- 
sembly of the legal 
estate of the com- 
monwealtfi. The el- 
ders of the profes-

ed by jurists and 
lawyers who, for 
four decades and 
more, have illus- 
trated the learning, 
ee the efficiency and 
See. the high ethics of 
the Georgia bar. They associated de- 
lightfully with the younger attorneys 
who are ardently and ambitiously mak- 
ing their way toward the front ranks 
of the profession. 


Opinions, sentiments and reminis- 
cences were exchanged, both formally 


and informally, with such enthusiasm 
and humor as to make the gathering 
one of marked profit to all who had 
the happiness to be in it. 

After widespread experiences with 
the legal fraternity of the nation, the 
writer finds in the typical Georgia 
lawyer a “something different” from 
the run of the profession in any other 
state or section, He has a savoir 
faire, a dogged confidence and a “give

The Georgia Lawyer’s Inheritance. 


The history of Jaw and its practice 
in Georgia is full of traditions that have 
given complexion to our jurisprudence 
and colorful peculiarities to the prac- 
tice of the profession. 


The bedrock foundations of our le- 
gal system were brought over from 


the ancient quarries of the English 
common law. ‘Phose great instincts 
of natural rights, more sacred than 
the prerogatives of crown or nobles, 
that became articulated in Magna 
Charta and the successive “liberties” 
of the English people were the para- 
mount inheritances of the colonial 
courts and counsellors of Georgia, and 
to them were added the experiences 
and enlightenmrents of the older Amer- 
ican colonies. 

The traditions we have of the early 
Georgia .lawyers and judges, dating 
from the independence of the colony 
and its evolution into an organized 
and self-ordering “state’’ are of the 
greatest interest and instruction. 

Those first Georgians had a pro- 
found conviction that justice is of di- 
vine ordinance and supposedly obliga- 
tory on men. “They demanded its pro- 
tections, equities and enforcements in 
all circumstances and at every cost. 
The state and its institutions, in their 
view, were the servants of the free- 
men who erected them, and they in- 
sisted that their servants should func- 
tion with due and full regard for the 
natural and the conventional liber- 
ties and rights of every citizen of any 
degree. 

* * . * 

The Constitution’s Four Corners. 

The four corners of their primary 
constitution were as fully and obvious- 


ly fixed as those of their town lots 
or country estates. They were the 
inclusive interests of the right to life, 
to liberty, to the acquisition and en- 
joyment of honest property, and the 
unvexed freedom to order one’s person- 
al actions with due respect to the 
rights of others. 

To the rigid protection of these 
fundamentals was due the rapid 


growth of Georgia as a commonweatlh 
and the high rank early taken by her 
courts, her jurists and her statesmen 
in the assizes and congresses of the 
expanding and experimenting nation.

This was, indeed, an imperium of free- 
men and their righteousness. 

Those great constitutional principle 
of civic and social order have survived 
and thrived throughout the whole state 
history of Georgia, save in a _ bried 
season of federal usurpation and alien 
domination. 

Today, if the conversation and prac- 
tice of the legal profession in the state 
may be confidently accepted, those 
great principles are held as vital and 
are contended for as courageously as 
in the “earlier and better days,” so-

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When Ambassador Herrick present- 
ed Charles Lindbergh to the chamber 
of deputies in Paris the other day, he

During the great war, the aeroplane 
gradually grew to be a terror to the 
European cities.

His first errand the next afternoon 
Was a visit to the mother of Nunges- 
ser, to carry courage and comfort. 
When resented with a gift of a hun- 
dred and fifty thousand frances by the 
Aero Club of France. he returned it 
with ihe gracious direction that it 
should be used for the benefit of the 
families of those heroic flyers who 
had lost their lives in the cause of 
aviation. Though untrained in the 
arts of diplomacy, this modest youth, 
with a chivalric spirit and an un- 
selfish heart, has literally captured 
Kurope by his sympathetic thought- 
fulness of others and his intuitive un- 
derstanding and consideration of the 
standards and ideals of other nations. 
As wonderful as was his achievement 
of crossing the ocean in an aeroplane 
alone, more wonderful still is the 
ease with which his spirit crossed the

ocean, passed national boundaries, | 
racial differences, and historic preju- 
dices, and entered with a sympathetic 
kinship into the life of alien . 
Does he really represent the can 
spirit abroad? 

There is something truly refresh. 
ing and heartening in the fact that 
this young hero has captured the 


heart and the imagination of the civ- 
ilized world. Europe, particularly 
France, has not felt kindly toward our 
country for the past few years. Yec 
in a moment this American boy made 
them forget their grievances against 
us, and the “Stars and Stripes” once 
again mingles its flaunting folds with 
the flags of other lands, and the en- 
thusiast:» shouts of the multitudes, 
What is the magic power which, for 
the moment has wrought such a trans- 
formation in the spirits of men. He- 
roism is selfless daring. For years 
the Atlantic ocean has challenged tha 
spirit of Lindbergh. Wind and wave ° 
have dared him, and France has‘called 
to his soul. The passion of an en- 
terprise took possession of him, and 
the lure of a great accomplishment 
summoned him to achievement. When 
he left New York he threw himself, , 
with splendid abandon, int» the pas-¥ 
sion of a great adventure, and found 
himself again on the other side, mag- 
nified in the hearts of men. 
The Dare of a Hero. 

Again I ask, does he represent the 
spirit of America? If he does, then 
he is prophecy of a brighter and | 
better day. America, too, shall cross 
the ocean which separates us from 
other peoples, pass over the. dividing 
barriers of national, racial and cul- 
tural, enmities and prejudices and 
take her place in the f.mily of na- 
tions. This is more than a .igure of® 
speech. It is a great spiritual ad- 
ventr which ealls for the same self- 
less heroism of a nation which was 
manifested in the achievement of Lind- 

ren, 

Nor is this an impractical dream,< 
This is just what our beloved nation 
did in 1917-18, and ‘we won, for an . 
hour, the love and confidence of a ‘ 
world. It was only when the con- 
sciousness of self, with its thought of 
national interests was aroused, that 
we cautiously crept home again, be- 
gan calculating what the world owed 
us, and cautiously withdrew into a 
prudent and watchful isolation. It 
was t--n that we lost the admiration 
and confidence of mankind, | 


Once again a great world enterprise 
dares us. The peoples of the nations ‘ 
call to us. This time the enterprise 


is not that of war, and the risk is 
not the lives of our boys. The en- 
terprise is no lesser one than the lead- 
ing of the nation: toward a universal * 
peace, and that which we are called 
upon to risk, are those-selfish national 
interests and ambitions out of which 
the wars «! the past have been born. 
We are acclaiming Lindbergh as ours. 
Have we a right to claim him? He 
has unconsciously dared us to follow 
him acros sthe ocean. It is true of 
a nation as of an individual, “he that 


loveth his life shall lose it, and he that ¢ 
loseth his life shall find it.” .

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The United States’ sixth great lake, 
the Lake of the Mississippi, larger 


than Ontario or Erie, has engulfed 
the Evangeline country. 


When it broke the Atchafalaya 
river's vast dykes, the flood lake 


rolled its shores over and beyond St. 
Martin and St. Landry parishes, 
“Again the Acadians have been 
driven from their homes,” says a bul- 
letin of the National Geographic so- 
cigty from its Washington, D. C., 
headquarters. “And the disaster is 
greater, by number of sufferers, than 
that visited upon Evangeline’s people 


in her time. 


“Only 8,000 Acadians were expelled 
from Nova Scotia in 1765 by Massa- 
chusetts and British bayonets to be 
scattered over the earth from Detroit 
to Corsica and Cayenne. Fifteen hun- 
dred of them found their way to New 
Orleans: many pushed on to Bayou 
Teche, 150 miles west. There they 
increased to some 150,000, occupying 
15 parishes, or counties, when the 
flood spread over their homes, towns 
and lands. 

“‘Beautiful is the land, with its 

prairies and forests of fruit trees: 

Under the feet a garden of flowers, 

and the bluest of heavens 

Bending above, and resting its dome 

on the walls of the forest. 

They who dwell there name it the 

Eden of Louisiana... . 

All vear ’round the orange groves 

are in blossom; and grass grows 

More in a single night than a whole 

Canadian summer.’ 

“For a poet, Longfellow’s geography 
is fairly good. ~ Basil, the Acadian 
blacksmith, has become a herdsman 
‘Evangeline.’ Most of the refugees 
=65 did turn to stock raising with 
a few cattle given to them by chart- 
table French merchants of New Or- 
leans. Descendents of the Acadians 
save up stock raising for sugar cane 
when Etienne de Bore, a Louisianian, 
discovered how to crystallize suger 
from cane syrup. They have helped to 
make Atchafalaya valley the sugar 
bow! of Louisiana.

“How Evangeline got to Bayou . 
Teche, the poem does not clearly re- 
late.

The Bayou Teche parallels the Atch- 
afalaya but it is a true river out of 
the reach of swamps and bordered by 
Druid oaks. The two early centers of 
Acadian settlement were Opelousas 
and St. Martinsville on the banks of @ 


the Teche. Now the flood has reached e 
St. Martinsville for the first time in 
history and swirls at the foot of the 
‘Evangeline’ oak where her boatmen 
landed. An Acadian descendant gave 4 
the Evangeline oak, with 150 acres} 
of land, for a state park. 


“While to readers of ‘Evangeline,’ 


iana are still Acadians, to- Louis- * 
ianians they are ’Cajans or ‘Cajuns, 
a corruption of Acadian. Four kinds 
of Frenchmen inhabit the state: The 
Creoles, natives of French and Span- 
ish descent; Frenchmen, who were., 
born in France; the San Domingan 
Creoles, and finally the Nova Scotian 
Acadians, the ’Cajans.

Sinusitis Has Devilish Ways. 


But sinusitis is an exceedingly com- 
mon condition,.and in a large share of 
cases it is painless and the victim 
readily imagines he has some kind of 
“cold’ or “threat of a cold.” 

“Instances of transient susceptibil- 
ity induced by physical or mental 
overwork, starvation, etc., should 
hardly be classified under this head- 
lasts as long as the sneezing or flow- 
ing spell lasts and he is quite likely 
to ascribe the recovery or the pass- 
ing of the spell to the fact that he has 
gotten out of a draft or put on some 
extra clothes or some such coinci- 
dence. In this he has the cordial 
support and approval of the old- 
timers, not only the old doctors who 
are dead but whose ideas of teachings 
still live, but quite a few of our good 
doctors who are still alive in some 
respects and still teaching. The sub- 
ject of this trick of the devil of course 
knows little or nothing about sinusi- 
tis, as a rule. The old-timers whose 
teachings encourage the belief that 
drafts, wet feet and the like make 
one more likely to “take cold” knew 
little or nothing about sinusitis. The 
nasal sinuses were terra incognito 
to the medieal profession in the hey- 
day of Dr, Osler, and we have got to 


discount even De® Osler’s fancies or | 


theories accordingly. 

Speaking of “authorities.” in the 
list cited by Dr. Mahlon Ashford, au- 
thor of the Hvygeia article on sinus 
trouble, are some of the leading writ- 
ers on the subject of immunity and 
infection—Kolmer. Calmette, Rose- 
pau. Ballenger, Osler, Krasner and 
Feker, MacCallum, Zinsser—yet none 
of these gives any experimental evi- 
dence or actual scientific observation 
which warrants the conclusion that 
exposure to cold or wet, as we ordi- 
narily understand these terms, alters 
an individual’s immunity. All of 
them express the theory or opinion 
or belief that various unfavorable in- 
fluences may predispose to infection. 
Most of them seem to believe that ex- 
posure to cold and wet lowers _re- 
sistance to respiratory infections, but 
not one of them presents any scien- 
tifie proof to sustain this traditional 
belief. 

After all, Pasteur’s experiment with

But, the question arises, have you 
ever seen a property man in action? 
One of those chaps who work silently 
but upon whom much depends for the 
success of the stage production. Pos- 
sibly you have not seen him for he 
works without a spotlight and his 
job is to provide the “props” for 
the play. ceasionally he appears 
upon the stage as one of the charac- 
ters—-maybe it’s the butler or the ice 
man or chauffeur. When the minstrel 
men come to town the property man 
may be called upon to don the char- 
coal and help fill up the circle in the 


“grand first part.” 

In order to be prepared for emer- 
| gencies, a successful property man col- 
‘lects as Many apparent non-essentials 
as a small boy. and his rooms in 
‘the theater look more like that of a 
junk dealer than those of an up-to- 
date “oprey house.” ae 

There is furniture and furnishings 
of the costliest kind, as well as much 
that appears to be worthigss, Throne 
chairs. divans, tabourets, couches, 
footstools, tapestries and a wealth 
of other findings which mean little 
in the life of the layman. but which, 
sometimes, becomes most important to 
the property man of the ‘theater and 
to the playlet, sketch or production. 

Wooden “Ice.” 

Packed away nicely in mothproof 
boxes you might find a buffalo robe 
and a tiger skin; next to this lies 
a pile of wooden blocks, which, upon 
request, become cakes of ice in the 
“Hliza-crosaing-the-ice” scene of a 
“Tom” show. 

Here's a beer keg, once an object 
of extreme utility, but now reserved 
for the comedian who prefers it to 
a stool when he plays the plano, 
That roll of canvas becomes the “wild 
waves” when the villian is thrown 
overboard. after being foiled by the 
hero in the play.

T WAS while the rear wheels 
of the little American truck 
were backing perilously to 
the very verge of that tre- 
mendous rocky drop, so that 
Annie Bassett could look 

Over her shoulder almost Straight 
down into.empty blue miles of air, 
where only a black Montenegrin 
eagle screamed and Swung, that she 
remembered suddenly that this was 
the very road of the Serbian retreat 
of which that nice old British colonel, 
on the train from Trieste, had spoken. 
And as suddenly, instead of being 
frightened, she was angry. It was that 
astonishing remark Colonel Whitby 
had made about women. What was 
it he had said? Two out of every 
three women are Savages under their 
Skins. 

Even as her calm gray eyes snap- 
ped the Serbian government official 
from Belgrade turned whiter and stir- 
red on his uncomfortabs» plank seat 
with a muffled squawk of terror. The 
Chief nurse from Podgoritza, who 
knew the road, clutched at the side 
of the truck with a firm brown hand 
whitened at the knuckles and bit her 
lip. But Annie Bassett’s cheek only 
flushed a little absently, with remem- 
bered anger, forgetful of the verge 
beyond the bare road. looped like a 
flung string up the heights of bare 
black rock, much nearer the eggshell 
blue autumn sky than the mist of the 
lost plain below. The truck hung for 
a’ long minute at that edge, while Bill 
Ryan worked at his wheel and_ his 
brake, and then it roared forward 
Slowly, forward and upward, as Bill 
made that narrowest hairpin turn 
safely and went on, Crawling up to 
Kolachin. 

The chief nurse, who was going to 
see how things went at Kolachin and 
to bring back the nurse whose place 
Annie Bassett would take for the win- 
ter, drew a long breath and smiled. 
Annie, whose calm solidity seemed to 
be nerveless, frowned a little. She 
was the newest recruit to the Balkan 
service from  unadventurous baby 
clinics and American headquarters at 
Paris. Colonel Whitby had been talk- 
ing about what had happened on this 
very road when he said that thing that 
had made her so angry, that thing 
about almost every woman being no 
better than a Savage, after all. 

Of course she had resented that. 
Out in Missouri, where she came from 
it was an established opinion that all 
women were naturally noble, and she 
had not worked in Paris long enough 
to have questioned it. It was an ex- 
traordinary thing for any one to think. 
But this was the very road. 

Then it had been whitened thick 
with whirling winter snow and black- 
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She saw everything—the

inadequate shelter, and complete 
mental demoralization. 


The retreat became finally a sort 
of reversion to barbarism before the 
Survivors attained the warm satety of 
the seacoast plain. But when it was 
over, Colonel Whitby said, it was the 
men, those who had not died of it. 
who were able more successfully to 
throw off the effects of that return to 
barbarism. Not one woman died on 
that retreat, but few of them recov- 
ered. They had given up too much. 
They had reverted too far. 

“I mean,” Colonel Whitby had 
Ssaid,, ignoring Annie’s stare of indig- 
nant unbelief, ‘‘they reverted to bar- 
barism more quickly than the men 
and had more difficulty in throwing 
it off, because women are naturally 
more barbaric. Civilization has not 
gone so deep with them. Two out 
of every three women,” he said, ‘‘are 
Savages under their skins.”’ 

‘Why don’t you say all of them 
and be done with it?”’ Annie had de- 
manded hotly, shocked to her brist- 
ling backbone. 

He had turned amused eyes to 
flushed cheeks, over that uncompro- 
mising military collar, to the sensible 
gray eves, the capable, controlled 
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two smiling Kolachin women, . . . the four gunshot patients... .

“I don’t mean your kind. my dear 
child,” he said gently. “I rather think 
you would be the third woman. Not 
all of them have your excellent con- 
trol of your nervous system.” 

It was true she was not much ad- 
dicted to nerves, she thought now. 
She had hardly noticed the danger of 
that hairpin turn in her remembered 
anger at the colonel’s remark. But, 
after all, why should she have been 
afraid? That was Bill Ryan’s job. He 
had been driving this rickety little 
truck up and down the Kolachin to 
the river across which the ruck had 
first been carried, dismembered, in 
cunny sacks, because the Austrians 
had destroyed the bridge. Bill Ryan 
had put that truck together again him- 
Self and driven it. all these months, 
up the mountains from the ford where 
the horses from Podgoritza came 
splashing. Everybody who came to 
headquarters at Podgoritza was told 
the story of Bill and the Kolachin 
truck. Why should Annie have wor- 
ried? She preferred to think about 
the scenery and the Serbian retreat. 


Annie Bassett and the chief nurse 
and Bill Ryan jolted and held tight 
and laughed often, forgetful of wars, 
careless of the Serbian official’s evi- 
dent nerves. The mountain air pour- 
ed into their Jungs, thin and faintly 
sweet and heady. The road crawled 
and curled and climbed up among the 
sun warmed black rocks and the sil- 
very bodies of the trees, up and up 
and up, nearer the shell of blue shy, 


climbing up to Kolachin. 

Once, when Bill had to let the truck 
Stop because the water in the radiator 
was boiling, the chief nurse and An- 
nie jumped out and walked up the 
road ahead, glad to pull the cramped 
ache from their muscles with the 
stiffness of the ascent. Up here the 
trees had not been felled, but crowds 
ed thick and dark and silent to the 
very roadside, touched just a little 
with October brown. Below them in 
the road the Serbian officer flapped 
arms and shouted indistinctly. He 
wanted them to come back. He was 
afraid of comitadji, the chief nurse 
explained indulgently. Any Serbian 
official would be, up here. Two men 
had been shot on the road only last 
week. But the chief nurse did not 
believe the comitadji would do any- 
thing to Americans. All these moun- 
lain people thought Americans must 
be a little crazy, carrying no rifles, 
giving away clothing and food, and 
not seeming to care if a man were 
Montenegrin or Serb or what, if he 
had a wound.

Religion as a Basis of Respect for Law 


N a remarkable manifesto issued by 

such religious leaders as Dr Ls Fe 
Jacks, Dr. John Clifford and Dr. A. 
E. Garvie a fearful 
foreboding iS €xX- 
pressed: ‘‘It is be- 
coming increasing- 
ly evident that the 
world has taken a 
wrong turn, which 
if persisted in. may 
lead to the destruc- 
tion of  civiliza- 
tion.”’ 

Dean Inge writes: 
‘we are witnessing 
the suicide of a So- 
cial order, and our 
descendants will 
marvel at our mad- 
ness.”’ 

H. G. Wells says: “Destruction is 
not threatening civilization; it is hap- 
pening to civilization before our eyes. 
The ship of state is not going to sink 
in five years’ time or fifty years’ time. 
It is sinking now.” 

Francis Gribble writes: “The his- 
torian of the future will write that 
some time in the early part of the 
twentieth century, the last and most 
highly organized of the world’s Civ- 
‘ization deliberately committed sul- 
cide.”

I. 
There Is An Orgy of Lawlessness. 

There have been more murders in 
the United States in five years than 
there were of our soldiers killed dur- 
ing the world war. The estimated 
cost of crime in one year is $11,- 
000,000,000. 

As to the social evil, 200,000 wom- 
en, according to a conservative esti- 
mate, are in the regular army of vice. 
In addition, there is a vast amount of 
‘Hicit sexual relations apart from com- 
mercial prostitution. 

There is the flagrant violation of 
the prohibition law. According to 


Prohibition Commissioner Haynes 
there was during a_period of three 
years 177,000 affests by federal 


authorities for the violation of the 


prohibition law. The increase of di- 
vorces from 1870 to 1922 was 400 
per cent. 

In the opinion of Chief Justice 
Taft, “The administration of criminal 
law in the United States is a disgrace 
to civilization.” 

There is the defiance of law on the 
part of certain labor groups, there is 
the violation of law on the part of 
certain capitalists and there is the re- 
volt against law of the proletariat of 
the dark underworld, ° 

There is the casting aside of the 
restraint of law by “one hundred 
per cent Americans,’ who seek by 
lawlessness to overcome lawlessness. 

There is no hope for a democracy 
except in obedience to law, and in nc 
other way can we expect popular gov- 
ernment to stand. 

II. 

A large measure of the present dis- 
regard for law is traceable to a 
naturalistic philosophy of life. 

The theory is: “‘Morality is a mat- 
ter of social discipline, it is not an 
inherent principle in nature like the 
law ot gravitation, but is a sort of un- 
derstanding arrived at by nations and 
communities for the better regulation 
of affairs.” This sort of mundane 
morality proves insufficient as a 
moral motive power. The theory of 
the gradual growth of man’s concep- 
tion of morality does not place moral- 
ity on a naturalistic basis. The fact 
that all history and experience testi- 
fy that nothing else will work in our 
world except the fundamental moral- 
‘ties is evidence that only God's laws 
will work in God’s world. A con- 
vincing evidence of their divine na- 
ture is in their workability. Morality 
‘s as an inherent a principle in the 
world as the law of gravitation, and 
the ten commandments can no more 
be violated without the inevitable 
penalty than the law of gravitation. 

The fact that the child learns by 
experiment the law of gravitation 
does not disprove the inherent prin- 
ciple of the law. 

1 am not contending for a theory. 
But if through’ the method of divine 
tutelage the Ten Commandments 


were gradually evolved by experi- 
ment, then it was God’s method of 
stamping the divine law ineffaceably 
on the human spirit. 

In “The New Man and the Divine 
Society,” Richard Roberts writes: 
“Certain kinds of conduct were found 
to be deletetious and others favorable 
to the well-being of the group and its 
members; the former were condemn- 
ed and prohibited, and the latter be- 
come the recognized rule. They were 
the morals; and together they consti- 
tuted the morality of the group. Of 
course, the difference between moral 
and immoral conduct has its roots in 
the human constitution and in the na- 
ture of things.” 

The world is So constructed that 
nothing will really work but moral 
conduct. The ground of hope for our 
world is that at last every false 2xperi- 
ment will be thrown to the scrap-heap 
as not adaptable to the world in 
which we live. 


“Bierce though the fiends may fight, 

Long though the angels hide, 
We know that truth and right, 

Have the universe on their side.”’ 

In a world which the devil made 
vice and crime would fit in and would 
be natural for that kind of a world. 
Purity, truthfulness, faith, and love in 
the devil’s world would be against na- 
ture. 

if this were a devil’s world, the 
philosophy of that whole class of 
muck writers who pour out their 
mental sewerage on the public would 
be true. If this were a devil's world 
the philosophy of H. L. Mencken 
would be true, whose conceit is said 
to be so large that it leaves no room 
for a conscience. He gives as the 
condition of happiness; to be well-fed, 
to have a sense of superiority, and to 
be constantly amused according to 
one’s taste. This is the ethics of the 
jungle, and might be called hog phil- 
osophy. 

Bernard Shaw was honest enough 
to say: “I am no more a Christian 
than you are, gentle reader, but | am 
ready to admit that after contem- 


plating the world for more than sixty 
years, | see no way out of the world’s 
misery but the way of Christ.” 

A materialistic philosophy which 
finds expression in magazines and 
modern fiction is to the effect that 
all natural desires are self-justifying. 
To say that one has a right to yield 
to natural impulses without restraint 
reduces man to the level of a beast. 
The unbridled indulgence of desire 
soon ends in physical exhaustion and 
moral degeneracy. The cry is follow 
nature, glorious nature, and then 
when there results the inevitable pen- 
alty of suffering, these same people 
are loud in their complaints against 
the ‘world order. Much is said about 
the revolt of youth. There should be 
a revolt against certain traditional 
notions, and hoary customs and en- 
trenched wrongs. The revolt of 
youth against fundamental moralities 
means collision with a divinely estab- 
lished order and the wreck of life. The 
-youth are urged to run the entire 
gamut of human experience. But 
some experiments only a fool will 
make. I have never taken a killing 
dose of poison. It is an experiment 
| don’t propose to make. 

Byron made the fool’s experiment 
and. said with profane emphasis, 
“Nothing but virtue will do in this— 
world.”

What you don’t know perhaps is 
this: That the book he wrote (and 
which you have undoubtedly read 
as Marco Polo’s “Travels’’) was 

not written by him at all but was dictated 

to a French hack writer who happened to 
share Marco’s cell with him when they were 
both prisoners of war of a rival Italian city. 


If this Frenchman had not been con- 
vinced of the literary possibilities of Polo’s 
yarn about a mysterious foreign land, our 
early information about China would be as 
great as our knowledge of the other side 
of the moon. 


But come to think of it, no wonder 
that the contemporaries of Marco thought 
lim a terrible liar and refused to’ believe 
a word he said. 


Think of it! Honest burghers who 
lived in tiny cities which rarely counted 
more than twenty thousand souls were 
asked to take stock in a wall that. sur- 
rounded a country containing several hun- 
dred million people and that meant a dis- 
tance almost as great as that across the 
entire European continent from the Baltic 
to the Adriatic. 


And yet such a wall existed and it 
exists today. 
fresh as when it was built to protect the 
Chinese against invasions from the western 
highlands of Asia. It would not be of any 


use against modern artillery but for cen- 


turies it did its job and kept the Chinese 


It is not quite as new and as ° 


away from all foreign meddling and gave 
the sons of Han a chance to develop their 
own Civilization according to their 
preferences and prejudices.

The technical difficulties surmounted 
by this curious monument should have con- 
vinced the people of Europe: that their 
Chinese friends were architects of no mean 
capacity.
